At this time Karina Oswald was bei- j 
questioned by FBI Special Agents Ilosty and Brcnn. The 
ItapoctiBS ASMC partibplpatod aa Ixanalator only. Tns neat- 
Ing was vesiy Iwlaf md nO oaatirarBattOD oecnrred betveea the 
lUpor'^lns A>ent and Martin, otbev than Martin atated t.iat he 
VS.S sorry for Marina Oswald and that he Vas doing everythir.- 
to maKe her confortable at the Inn. The fOUoiilng d£y,«hi:..i 
was Thanksgiving Vlft the Baportiiig Agent tzaoalated csanrer- 
satlons between Karina Oanld and Haztln In connaettoa with 
the Thanksgiving dlmiMr gtven by the Martin'a at thai* 
residence for Marina Oaaald. Tha BapaKtlag Agent ma not 
at the dinner. 



On November 29, 1963, the Reporting Agent istervlnAd Marina 
Oswald at the Six Flags Inn concerning Lee Oswald .*/ Follow- 
ing this interview the Reporting Agent translated /to Marina 
Oswald various suggestions made by Rglisi£_Qs«ald>«nd Janes ' 
Kartitt cooearnlag the raqoeat of the SoaahlU Ceaetery 
off lolala for the zaMval of tha bod^ of I«a Oaaald Cm Mj 
grawa. Ihla z««iiaat was aada hgr <te off lelala bacaiuw of 
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threats received by them concerning the dislntermenL and 
dattnietlon of the body o£ Lee Oswald, Maxlna Oswald re- 
loetantly agraed to the ercottloa of Oswald's bo^jr provided 
the cemetery efflslals would aBsane the expenses Incurred, 
including the burial urn and all subsequent expenses 
connected therewith. During this interview Marina Oswald 
requested the Reporting Agent to translate to Janes Martin 
her qppreoiatlOD of the Ihanksgivlng Day dinner at the 
Martin hone. She also asked the Reporting Agent to express 
her gratitude for their kindness and hospitality and further 
wished to knoH if the i'iartln family lUced her. Apparently 
a previous offer had been made by the Hsrtin's to Marina 
Oswald to Bove Into their hcaa md 9auBW a part of their 
household. Apparently Marina 6swaU had accepted this 
invitation at a previous time. The Reporting Agent was not 
present at the tijne the conversation concerning her living 
with the Martin's took place, Marina Oswald, after learning 
frOB the Reporting Agent's translatloo of Mr. Maitla's 
assurance that his feolly liked her, then wished to know 
how long she might remain with the Martin's and under what 
conditions. James Martin stated that she could stay with 
then as long as she wished, that they wished no ccn^eosatlon 
froB her other than helping around the houaa, tlXimfti 
arraagaaents bad bean nade to nova her Into tha melii 
hontahold that nigbt, MarlBa OiwaU raqnaatad tibia be ^oat- 
pcoed tmtil the following day. 

At the eooeliialon of the conversation between Marina Oswald, 
iiobert Oswald and James Martin, Robert Oswald told the / 
Reporting Agent of his personal dislike of ^^i^ih PaineV 
Robert Oswald also mentioned his mother's dislike of Ruth 
Paine and stated that they did not wish Marina to have any- 
thing further to do with Ruth Faine. Ha did not aUbocaCa 
on his reasons, merely stating that Mrs. Palna was « bad 
influence on Marina, At this partlonlar tlaa Itarlna iadlcatad 
that she would do anything Robert wi^Md her to do and atatad 
that she trusted Robert eoaplataly.

On Novanbez 30, 1963, Marina Oswald and her two childxen, 
accon^anled bjr the Reporting Agent, were transported by 
Jai:ies Martin In his automobile frora the Six Flags Inn to 
tha Martin residence, located at 11611 Ferrar Street, DallM, 
Texas, During this ride the Keportlng Agent questioned Mtrtaa 
oooeantng Im Ontll In tha prasanea o£ James Martin «ho 
««• driving tha ear. Upon arrival at the nrtln rasidoaa, 
tha Reporting Agent met Mrs. Janes Martin vwho appeared sooaF 
«hat perturbed with Marina's presence in the household 
because of the neighbors' possible feelings o£ animosity 
torard her. Mrs. Martin aaggeatad changing Marina's appaar- 
anca, changing h«r nana, ate. Jaoes Martin mentianad at 
this tima that he «aa encountering difficulty with the local 
banks in Dalles in opening a bank account under the name of 
Marina Oswald. HoHaver, he st&ced that he had found a solu- 
tion irftit one of the banks Khsseln ha would span aeeMiBC 
la the aaea of Marina Martln i^nd miuld negotiate the dooe- 
tloa ehaofcs by endorsing them in his name and then deposit- 
lag the eash to Marina's account. This use of a pseudonym 
tot hoc bank account name appeared agreeable at this time 
to lUartna O i wld. Daring thia saoie aftamoon the Baportlnt 
Agant suggested to Janes Martin that ha obtain the aervleea 
of a professional translator to translate numerous letters 
and correspondence received by Marina Oswald, and further 
suggested to Martin that he find a reputable lanyer to 
tzanaact bar legal affalxa and a ctapMeDt flnanrilal aMsar 
to aaalat la her baalaeaa affairs. 

On the following days of December 1^ 2 and 3, Marina Oswald 
was interrogated by the Repovting Agent concerning Lee 
Oa wl d'a baafcptound and als// concerning the attempted assas- 
ilaatioB Of teaeral Walker 'bY Lee Oswald. These interviews 
were solely concerned with fact finding on the assassination. 
During these days of Interrogation Marina Oswald indicated 
apparent satisfaction with her life at the Martin household, 
and strongly indicated her ttoat o£ Mr. Martla ia hla hand-, 
ling of bar affaire. Mr. Kirtla «aa not prwaot at aqj oC ' 
the above Intarvlera.

On Decembex 4 uliile InCervl&nlnE; Kaxina at the Martin hcow 
coocexning a xifla range where her deceased husband might 
have done some rifle practice, Hr, Martin appeared at the 
house with an Individual whom he Introduced to the Reporting 
Agent as Attorney John H. Tlum, who maintained offices in 
Grand Prairie, Texas. Mr, Martin stated that he had knotm 
Mr. Thorn for sanetlme and that Mr, Thorn was willing to 
handle Marina's legal affairs, Hr, Thorn Imadiately asked 
the Reporting Agent whether Marina Oswald had been involved 
in any criminal actions with her husband as he, Ibom, was not 
a erlninal lawyer, Hr, Thorn stated he was willing to re- 
pxesen; Marina Oswald only in connection with her personal 
business affairs. The Reporting Agent told Mr. Thorn that 
insofar as Marina was concerned at present there were no 
indleations that she had been Involved in her husband's 
31 2ged assassination of President Kennedy. Ho(7ever, the 
Xeporting Agent stated chat it was entizely up to Mr. Martin 
iriuthor ha ehoaa to accept Martaa ObmU «• bit oliant. 

Hr. Thorn stated that he could not represent Marina without 
ooopensatiai and also suggested at chat time that Mr. Jamea 
Mavtln be appointed by Marina as her Business Manager. HaztIM 
Oswald agreed to have Mr. Thorn act as her representative in 
legal matters and also agreed to have Mr. Martin as her 
Business Manager. Upon Mr. Thorn's additional suggestion A» 
further agreed that appropriate contracts should be drawn 
Mr. Thorn for the purpose of binding this agrcMMnt. At 
this time no mention was made talativa to tba aittar o£ 
compensation and fees. 

On December 6, 1963, «hile Interviewing Marina Oswald at the 
Martin residence concerning the attempted assassination of 
General Walker and other matters, Mr. Martin telephoned the 
residence and asked to speak with the Reporting Agent. In 
the msiiing telephone conversation with the Reporting Agent, 
Hr. Martin asked if this Agent had read the contracts drawn, 
up by Attorney Thorn. The Reporting Agent stated he had not. 
Mr. Martin stated that the terms of Che contracts provided 
for 101 of Marina Oswald's income to go to Hr. Thorn for 
attcRMgr'a Caaai iOt d hex laogiw to 90 to Jtobnt OtMU 
aa bar aMtac; aad in Co s> to Mr. tUetta m bar Boalacii 
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Itanager. Kr, Martin stated that he actually wanted only lOt 
ai his fee and the additional 5% vas to be considered as 
iaoldenLal expenses in connection vith finding writers for 
Harlna's stories, etc. Hr, Martin was asked by the Report- 
lag Agont If the above pereeotaga fees smi tawoA «B WMlM 
teoalved by Marina Oswald from varioui aOBtrlbution and dda*> 
tlont from people throughout the United States, Mr, Martla 
stated that even though the conrracts drawn up by Hr. Ttaoca 
seemed to indicate this would be the case, that it could 
be tjaelileaUy teated in tha eontraot* that tba eaotnett 
did not ref«r to nonles received as donationa and eontrtbti- 
tloas, and It would be a simple matter to so correct the 
QOOCracts, The Reporting Aj,enu stated chat it was not his 
duty nor within the sphere of his work to become involved 
In Marlsa Oimld'i parsonal affairs ac affairs of a buai- 
nesa nature. The Reporting Agent further stated that this 
telephone conversation would be related in full to Marina 
Oswald, When the above Infomatloa was reported to Marina 
Oswald, she stated that aba bad seen the contracts but that 
she had not understood theau lesMivar, the terma aa related 
to her «ere agreeable aa to the percentages as she felt that 
tf the parties involved could make money for thanaelvea. It 
would naan noney for her, too. Again the Reporting Ajent 
atiggested she obtain the services of an Interpreter ac 
translator from among bar Sussian friegds to esslat her 
In going over tha eontrects before she signed them. She 
stated that she tniated both Mr. Martin and Mr. Ibocn 
tnpUeltly. 

On December 10, 1963, Marina Oswald advised the lapoxtlag 
Agent that she had slgnsd the contracts the prevleni sveolng. 

She stated that she had signed on the aforementioned terns 
the contracts between her and Mr, Thorn, Nr. Kartln and Sobeit 
Oswald for a period of ten years, and that Robert Oswald had 
read and approved the oonttaste, •leo. 

On December 11, 1963, Marina was seen by the Reporting Agent 
and other Agents at the Parkland Hospital where she and her 
children were driven by Mr. Martin for check-up ezamlnatlcaia. 
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nuere VU no conversation with Marina Oswald or Mr. Martin 
racBdtng buiinss« matters. Iho B^ortlns Agmt tnntlatad 
varleut mutan pactalUbis to bm vlttt to th* hoipttal. 

The last tine the Reporting Agent saw Marina Oswald, Mr. 
Martin end Hz. Thorn In Dallas was on Decker 12 uhen the 
Esportlns Agent assisted Reverend Saunde rMnd Reverend Foot v 
of the Protestant Churches In Fort Worth, Texas, In trans- 
lating to Marina their good will toward her and conversa- 
tions relative to various contributions received by then to 
help her In establlsblng her life In America. There wai • 
lengthy convereatlon between Reverend Saunder, Reverend 
Foot, Hr. Thorn and Mr. Martin, relative to the handling 
of the contributions but the Reporting Agent did not par- 
ticipate In the discussion. 

It should be stated in this report that the Reporting Agent 
heard no other conversations, eithai- directly or indii-ectly, 
betneen Marina Oswald, Mr. Thorn and Mr. Martin, while in 
Dallas other than herein stated. Further, it was the obow 
vation of the Reporting Agent that during his stay In OtUat 
thors saooed to be pleasant and affabla ralatiooa batraoQ 
tba poitlaa Iwotoad.
